Working in co-operation with the 
Royal Navy, the Royal Indian Navy 
is engaged in’ patrolling the Indian 
seas and the rapidly growing Indian.

India’s economic contribution to 
the war effort is especially stressed 
by Members of Parliament as India 
is supplying His Majesty's Govern- 
ment with large quantities of am- 
munition made in Indian ~ ordinance 
factories, and army overcoats, blan- 
kets, khaki uniforms, boots and other 
leather equipment.

MURDER 
FOR THREE 
CHICKENS | 


The, story of an alleged murder for 
63 cents and three chickens was told 
at the Supréme Court this morning 
when Lam Ting-yung ond Lau Tau 
were charged with the murder of Lam 
Po a 63-year-old woman, residing in 
the Yap Na Liu Village on November 
5. 

The case was heard by the Chief 
Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor and 
the fury was composed of Messrs. D. 
Buchanan (foreman), Lo Tai-yan, E. 
W. Sharp, A. E. Gutierrez, Ho Shui- 
qui and C. P. Grant. 

Mr, E. H. Willlams, Crown Coun- 
vel, prosecuted while Mr. I. Hosang 
instructed by Mr. A. el Arculli repre- 
sented the first accused and Mr. D. 
J, N. Anderson instructed by Mr. 
Hall was for second accused. 


Mr. Willtams said that ‘the murder 


‘took place in the Saiking village about 


6 miles from the Police station. The 
accused lived in the Tien Lui Village. 
The deceased occupied the centre hut 
of three. She lived there with her 
son Who is a travelling trader but 
was away at the time and next door 
to her Hved one Yee Hing and his 
mother. He saw Lau in the course 
of the day of the murder. 

That night Yee was awakened by 
the shouts of “Save life” and got up. 
When he reached the door he found 
that it had been tied from outside. 
He shouted to his mother who lived 
in the opposite hut. 

She undid the door and both went 
to the deceased’s hut, The door was 
ajar and they pushed it open and 
saw the body of deceased lying on the 
floor, They did not dare enter but 
aroused another woman and the party 
then went to the Teng Tau village for 
a clansman of deceased. They return- 
ed and the clansman entered the 
house and found the body, The matter 
was reported to the Police. ‘ 

At 7.40 om. next day the Police 
under Sub-Inspector Mottram at- 
rived. The Inspector noticed that the 
door was open and the woman had 
some wounds on the hand. In_ the 
bedroom he found evidence that a 
robbery had been committed. He 
found scratches..on_the. bars. of. ..the 
door such'as would be made by a 
sharp instrument to push back the 
bolt. 

Continuing Mr. Williams said that 
first accused had done his day's work 
on November 5 and had called = on 
Chung Ying to talk about the pur- 
chase of firewood. Evidence would 
show that accused did not steep at 
home that night. _. 

As the result of further eiaiivies 
both accused were arrested in a 
teahouse in -Taipo. In his statement 
first accused said ‘that he had no in-~ 
tention of killing. The woman was 
standing inside the hut when he push- 
ed open the door and she fell, - 

Second accused said that he had 
arranged with the other accused to 
steal and took three chickens.

Amsterdam, To-day. 
Upon instruction from the 
Galmusho, the Japanese 
minister in The Netherlands 
has informed the Dutch Gov- 
ernment of Japan’s decision 
to denounce the Japanese- 
Dutch~—.-.

Shanghai, To-day. 
For the first time in yaars, 
Shanghai is likely to see. a 
fierce election battle as a re- 
sult of tentative plans by the 
Japanese Residents’ Associa- 
tion to secure an additional 


seat on the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Council, the governing 
body of the International 
Settlement. 


By tacit agreement among the 
various national groups, the present 
ratio of seats on the Council—five Bri- 
tish, two American, two Japanese 
and five Chinese—has stood for years, 
but it is being threatened by the deci- 
sion of the Japanese to put up a 
third candidate,

The Japanese candidates, whether 
two or three, will have the solid back- 
ing of some 30,000 rate-paying Ja- 
panese voters living in various parts 
of the Settlement, mostly in Hongkew, 
which is at present under Japanese 
occupation. 


In previous years, Japanese voters 
have always been herded: to the 
polls on election day in the. fashion 
which New York’s ‘Tammany Hall 
used to adopt to swamp ‘the ballot 
boxes, and this method is expected 
to be repeated this year.—Reuter.
